rilK NAMK 

Of iluaaott appears to Imvo been ;;ivoii to 
these piirta by the early tradors, and it is 
evidently taken from an islimd in this in- 
let bearing thiit name, L'ii,'ht or tun miles 
from the entrance. Tint name is applied 
to the wiuilo district, more tiian to one 
single place. 'I'lie Ihulson Kay Company's 
buildings are neither more nor less tliaii a 
part of the village of L'l-teewasl, there- 
fore Ut-teenras should be its proper 
name. Tlnsre are three viUagea near the 
entrance to the inlet, wlioHe iiame.s are 
Yiin, L't-tee-was and K;i yuiii,'. ^'iiii is 
built on the ueit suie ni this eiilrunoe 
and is a village of later date than the 
others. The building of it was the out- 
come of a quarrel, whoriiin one niau was 
killed; and the relatioiia of the murdered 
man, following the ancient usages of the 
aborigines, demanded enmpi.'n.s,iti.iii Ex- 
actly how il was settled, 1 forgot, hut one 
party loft L'l-teowas and on the o[ip(iHito 
side built Yiiii . Entering; the inlet this 
village is the first seen; then the other two 
on the north side. Ut-teewas is built on 
a turn of the inlbt, and Ka yung a mile 
further on, on another. At the former 
the inlet turn.'i and runs south; at the lat- 
ter it turns more to the west. .■\ few 
years ago all the inhabitaiUa moved from 
this village to Ut teowasi, which is the 
principal village and the trading post of 
the H. B. Co., and the site of the Church 
of England mission, which latter has a 
teacher here— a Mr. Harrison, who with 
his w^ife seems to bo doing a good work 
amongst the native population. They and 
Mr. A. MacKeiizie, of the II. B. Co., are 
the only white men there. Xo more 
blitheful noivs coilld he told thoni than 
that a party of aettlerj wore coming 
amongst them ne.xt summer. Even the 
Indiana wore disappointed, when in 
answer to their riuestmriH as to whether 
any one was coming lo settle. I told 
them I did not know of 'any. L't-teowas 
village stands on a point of land, having 
Massett Inlet on one side and Di.xon's en- 
trance on the other. .At its e.xireine 
point is what liaa until lately been an is- 
land of about ~0 acre.s, u.ned as tlie bury- 
ing ground of these people. 'J'lie divitlmg 
inlet is about IhO feet wide; it.s northern 
end is completely locked up by a sand 
bank of very recent origin. This village 
had been originally built on a high 
ground arcuind a bay with an inlet; hut 
now both are dry, and where most of the 
houses now .stand was lurmerly the liay. 
SO'day the inlet looks liko the dry bed of 
an aneient river — on one side of it stands 
the company's buildings, on the other the 
church and teacher's fiuuse. Crossing 
from the one to the other there is first a 
deacorit of about ten feet lo the levol bot- 
tom, then an ascent of lo or 'JO feet to the 
gate at aforesaid house. This short inlet 
was probably UOO feet wide. To-day the 
lowest part of it is not less than five feet 
above the highest water mark. NVucliah, 
the chief, (iiiiue ilead) t.^ld Mr. Swan and 
inyaolf that his uncle told him, he remem- 
bered perfectly well, wlien ihe tides (low- 
ed in and out of this now dry creek. .A 
conical hill with an old house on top of it 
stands whore the creek joined the bay. 
On the landward side this hill is fortified 
by a ditch and earthwork formed by the 
stuff thrown out while ^ll^'^'iug U. In liy 
gone days when water ll nved in this iiow 
dry creek, this must have been a place of 
Bomo strength. It had the inlet, then 
this creek on two sides, a largo swamp on 
the third, while this earthwork connected 
both on the fourth side. Uiiigy and moss- 
covered witli ago, towering (jver the rest 
of the village, this housefstande on its hill 
fastness, like an ancient stronghold erect- 
ed for the protection of the village. The 
hill is there with its house on top us in 
olden times, luit the waters no longer 
wash its base. Even the .swamp, while 
we. wore there, was so dry that two or 
three ainall holes iii its linvi;.st part.s af- 
forded a .scanty .supply ol vi;ry dirty water. 
Good water is au scarce at Massett that its 
inhabitants depend on the rains for their 
supply, and in nrder to obtain this the 
Indiana put canoes under the e ives of 
their houses, and .Mr. .McKeiizie has tanks 
auak in several places, which the fre(|ueut 
showers keep filled. Jidinsou's river, on 
the opposite sliore, all'ords an abundant 
supply for those who choose to go over 
and fetch it. This river also affords the 
villagers a siipi)ly of beautiful trout and 
a.almoii in their season. There is a weir 
on it a little way up from it.s mouth, 
Near the mouth of the river, the sea, with 
every rising tide over a largo extent of its 
surface is in a very strange state of ebulli- 
tion, and in some places the water is 
thrown high enough to resemble a minia- 
ture geyser. 

TIIK son. .\NI) ITS IM!^ liri TIO.NK. 

Of the older lands arouoii I t-teiiwas 
the soil may be said to be black muck, of 
a peaty nature, with a sprinkling of sand, 
at some former day blown in from theaca. 
On land of this description oats have been 
grown for a number of years ami still 
yield 40 biiHliels to the acre. On the other 
part where the ground was more of a 
sandy nature, the yield wouhi not be .so 
much. While wo were there, in August, 
this latter part was cut for hay. On the 
pew lands, that is the dry beds of the 



: bay and inlet above mentioned, theie is 
as yet little or no soil, yet on these is cut 

, a large quantity of first class tiiiiothy hay. 
(In the new lands, those which are every 

year being maiie by the receding of the 
I siui, a considerable i(U.autity ol sbori' 
grasa and wild peaS grow. 'I'hese, togeth- 
er with wild clover, grow abiiudant ly "vcr 
' all the newly made lands. 'I'lu; toll,. wing 
, will help to show what these lands pro 
(luce without ploughuig or sowing: One 
day Mr. AltKenzie said he would show 
me a nice patch of peas which he was 
about tu cut f.)r fochlur. I'VilK^v', iiig a 
1 trail thruugll the timl)er we caun-tothe 
I inlet I lutoly spoke of as cutting llii! i.sl- 
i land on which was the burying ground. 

On the sand bank of this inlet lie showed 
] nie half an acre of the finest wild peas 1 
I ever a.aw. They were growing liixuri.aiitly 
on laiiil formed where prtrbalily ;!0 years 
I ago the salt sea tlowed. Besides tlieso. 
I the wild strawlierries which grow lui Iboao 
; land* are so delicious as neviM- to bi- lor- 
j gotten. Lands of this description e.\.lend 
i thr(jugh the Indian reservation of OOO 
I acres, through Uellcathlof to Skon-um 
' I'cjint, a distance of ten miles. 1 crossed 
this belt at two or three dill'erent pliu-es 
and found it to be about Ot)0 yanU ui 
width, that is from where new laud coui- 
I menced to form forward to liii<b «,ii.'r 
' mark. Backward from this new poiti 'ii 
are l.irge tracts of very rich and ileo;i al 
, Itivial bottoms, which evtry suuuiiei bear 
I heavy cnips of red-top grass, whose .-^ur 
; face waving in the .summer bn-e/.e gives it 
a pleasing resemblance to a v.ist luiaml 
' sea of a reddish color. Dver those rich 
I pastures the cattle roam sleek and fat at 
all seasons. Here winter because of its 
mihlnesH lias no terrors tor the stockrais- 
er«, for at thin .ii^m.,soii wh.jii these neb I'oi- 
toins incline to bu wet, the newly jn.i..le 
lands with their tinib..'r and nutrilhuis 
1 graaaos, aS"'ird the cattle an ample su|iply 
of food and shelter. The older p irt of 
the new lands are heavily covered with 
timber, while on the more recently forni- 
Dil, trees are only beginning to grow. 
Running lengthwise through this liniber 
belt lire a number of lam s .is .vide as a 
turnpike road, and as level a- a ..•riii|iiol 
ground; witii in a turn or even u iinj to 
tireak the view, they stretch a .vi,- for 
long distances. In thum, the varied lint.-t 
' of the wild Howors and the lull trees on 
each side, appears to the ob.M'rver.passiii.; 
I tlir.'Ugli this long vista, like the colors i;i 
; a vast kaleidoscope. How these lanes or- 
' igiiiated is more than 1 can explain, my 
study being too short to allow me time to 
study them. If it ever is my fortune to 
be aide to spend a few months lit Massett, 
1 shall turn my attention to them and to 
( tnany natural curiosities on this part of 
I (iraliam's island . 

1 Besides the ricli bottoms and wide pas- 
I turo lands of Dellcathla, many places are 
to bo found on both sides of the iiiU-t 
I where a person with a little means ciuikl 
easily make a comfortable home; places 
with enough clear land to give him a start 
and keep hliu and his family wiille clear- 
ing more. Here it is true he would tiud 
no venison, but this want wou:d be fully 
made up by the (piantity of fish which 
abounds in the rivers and inlets, (.irouse 
I also aeeni to be very plentiful. All sorts 
of vegetables grow well, potatoes especial 
ly, being liirtte and good. Frcnn the oil 
' rotinory, three or four miles west of 
I Skidugata, all around to Massett, there 
! are no harbors. At I t teewas vessels 
1 have to anchor out in the stream, and 
ivhilo there they have to guard against ilie 
high winds. If the coast of this island 
has a scarcity of harliors iho inlet ha.s 
them in abundance. A splendid one may 
be found a few miles from L't-teewas, on 
. land which our worthy townsman Donald 
i McKay has applied for. It has water 
enough clfjse in shore for any vessel. At 
I this place, the future port of entry 
I and delivery for all this quarter 
I will undoubtedly bu. At Quihlcate, where 
j the oil works ari>, there is a gooti harbor, 
I but fr<uii this placu to .Massett theru is 
■ none, not even at .Skidegate. Then; is a 
good road along its eastern and northern 
ahoroB, and over ita person nlay ride with 
enae from Skidegate to Maasetl. So level 
and so free of obstacles is this ready maile 
pathway that I see nothing to prevent a 
team from being driven throughnut its 
entire length. The only bad piece would 
' be between Hi-ellen and Show-un Point 
! a distance not over nineteen miles. If 
the trail between Quililcate and .'jkidegate 
I was cleared of fallen timber and widened 
inteiidinu settlers could land their cattle 
I at the former i)lace and drive them wIhto 
they intended to settle. When a survey 
I id' ilio vast interior is made aiul its oapa 
bilities for drainage known it will un 
I doubtedly be laid otX into towiishi;is willi 
j intoraectional roads running between the 
. two ahuros. I'tudiaps a road mp.y be 
found by wliiLdi to connect Dead 
Tree Pchiit and .Massi'tt In 
let. Where Hunuali river has il.■^ I'onrse 
through the Skidegate hills, there is a 
wide low pass tliroiigli wbn h. 1 am inform 
nd, a trail formed by the Indians eiteiaU 
to ilasaet liih^t. A road could be found 
through this pass which will givi' an oiith t 
to the |iro<lu.'lri uf the interior, particularly 
to its HOUthern end, liul i-veii these roads 
facilities, eoiuiiarei; with 
.MasKeii Inlet Mr V ir"go

diture of public money that the province 
is assured an era of prosperity that none 
sihould be slow to take advantage of. 

While all these long deferred favors are 
being showered upon us what are we a.s a 
people doing to keep the ball rolling ! 
That Victoria's natural position and ad- 
vantages are incomparably 111 advance of 
all other I'ucilic coast cities is everywhere 
udmittetl. Her port is accessible to the 
largest steam and sail craft the year round. 
.•\s a sanitarium cily s!ie is without a peer 
anywhere a fact eniliir.sed by the thous- 
ands who yearly visit us. 'I'he grandeur 
of the siirroiinding scenery com- 
mands universal admiration. A.s a 
general rule her citizens are fru- 
gal and, according to numbers, it 
IS stated that we imsseas greater wealth 
than is the luck or fca'tunei.f most places. 
In uiir midst there are a few eiitiU'prising, 
•Miergetic men, whoso shrewdness and 
discerning power of the future reniler.s 
their every undertaking a success. To 
these men nnn!h of Victoria's jiiostige 
and power i.-i due. The field of enter- 
pri.so IS liul opening, and it hehonves our 
people to be ei|Hiil to the iii-casion . The 
• ipportunity is one lliatshoulil not bo lost 
Hipht of. He that iH loyal to llie city's 
best interest is i i|iially luyal to himself. 
The next three year.s will cum]>letely 
revolutionize the trade and coiiiHierce of 
this coast. A trade i.s certain to be thrust 
upon us for which we are not prepared. 
The completiun of the ;;reat Canadian 
transcontinenial railway will bring with it 
the establishinunt of a regular service by 
powerful ocean-going steamers to all parts 
of the Pacific ocean, and the trade done 
is certain to l)e an immense one. .Such 
•^igaiilu' railway ciiti-i prise muHt rei|Uire a 
vast supply nf rolling stock, plant, etc., 
from time to time. Such, likewise, but on a 
limited scale, will be the wants of the 
island railway. There is a suflicieney of 
capital lying all but dormant in our midst 
that could be well iind prolisably invested 
111 the establishment of iiulu.strial manu- 
facturing concerns, for the pr iducts ol 
which new markets will be f<jund in our 
jgreat interior and .Northwest provinces, 
- such works, for iiistaiicos, in connec- 
tion with railway siipi)lies as are to bo 
found in Moiicton, N. B., Montreal, 
Kingston, Uobouig and Ijotidon, Out., 
ind in many small cities in the L'nited 
Estates. The atleaiit iges to be conferred 
upon any city or coniuuiiiity by the e.stab- 
lishnient of any extensive manufactory is 
almost incredible. We are in po.ssessioii 
<if the raw material, in an abundance of 
coal, iron and timber, all nf a very high 
grade in (juality and ipiite easy of acce'as. 
That smelting works and attendant indn.i- 
•tries will be established somewhere in the 
province is an absolute certainty, That 
-which can be accomplished elsewhere can 
sissuivdly be achieved here. .-Vlroudy our 
inanufaoturing industries are of no moan 
order. There are others, however, that 
might prolitubly be undertaken. If we 
are" to maintain our ptjsitioti as the 
Premier City of the province, we must 
pot let the grass grow uqder our feel. 



Other competitors will be in the field. In 

fancied security and strength lie our 
dunger. To stand still now ia to retro- 
grade Our motto should be upward 
and oiiwartl, and whilst battling for our 
position it ia the bounden duty of every 
citizen to st^ud shoulder to shoulder by 
each other as is done in many sister 
cities. Then will it be that "V'ictoria will 
occupy the position aasigneil her by na- 
ture, as being one of the greatest of com- 
mercial, shipping and manufacturing cen- 
tres. In her prosperity lies the prosperity 
of the entire province, with whose varied 
interests she is so closely identified.

London, March 23. — Benjamin Parks, 
a St. Thomas brakeman, met a horrible 
death on Saturday night at about .-\ 
special freight from St. Thomas, in charge 
of Conductor George Raploy, was pulling 
out of the yard hoie for Port Huron. 
Parks was carrying the bell rope along the 
top of the train; the rope in • sonic iiiaii- 
uer hitched, and the unfortunate man 
turned round and commenced tugging nt 
it, and walking backwards. The hitch in 
the rope, however, suddenly gave way, 
and Parka fell to the track below, the 
wheels passing over him. He was cut al- 
most in two across the abdomen, one of 
his legs was broken in two places, and his 
arm was also broken. He expiied almost 
instantly. The body was sent to St. 
Thomas early this morning. The deceased 
was about 35 years old. He leaves a wifi; 
and one or two children. His lu-otlu'r is 
a resident of this cily. His mother re 
sides near Wingham. 

It ia understood that the P. H . has 
secured from the Grand Trunk i)erinib3ion 
to run trains on< the Great Western road 
from London west to Windsor, which will 
obviate the necessity of extending the 
Credit Valley to that point from St 
Thomas.

The population of Port .\rlliur, the 
Lake Superior terminus of tlie C. P. 1! , 
has increased in one year from l,i")00 lo 
Ii.oOO souls, and it is e.xpected by the close 
of this season to reach 7,000. In vio»" of 
this fact the local paijer.-j are agitating for 
increased accommodat ion. 

The C. P. K. sent out from Winnipeg 
two survey parties to the Rockies on the 
I'tth ult. , and three more parties will fol- 
low shortly. Tlieir mission is to make a 
final location of the line from the summit 
through the Kicking Horse and Itogers 
passes to the second crossing of the Co- 
luiiibiu river. • 

I'here are quite a number of immigrants 
arriving daily in Winnipeg from England, 
Germany, Norway and the eastern prov- 
inces. Ninety-five per cent, of tliom pass 
right through to the west, not desiring to 
stay over in the city. .\ few laborer.s anil 
mechanics only remain in town in .search 
of employment. Foreign immigrants re- 
port the Northwest and British Coluiiibia 
becoming well known, through the 
speeches of the AIar(|uia of Ijorne, late 
( lovernor-( ieiieral of Canada. 

Messrs. MacArthur, Boyle A- Campbell, 
bunkers, Winnipeg have, it is said, pur 
chased Hell Farm bonds to the ainoiini of 
%!1.jO,000, running five years and bearing 
interest at 6 per cent., at 95. 

The horses and other stock of the C. P. 
R. have been successfully winterf>rl at the 
.summit of the Rockies thi.i winter at 
what is known us Holt City. They were 
all stabled and fed upon native hay and 
oats, and are reported to be in excellent 
condition. 

One of the men camped at Kicking 
Horse, thought he had struck a bonaiizii 
tlie other day. .-Vt the font, of ;i atiimp 
near the otlice door he found sume liiri;i' 
pieces of pure brimstone, and wa.s certain 
he was on a genuine lead. However, 
further search revealed the fact that hi- 
had only "raised'' one of Old Blue K s 
caches of consoliduteil bla8i)heiny. 

A correspondent signing liitn.self a.s 
"Worm Wood," writing to the Wmnipei; 
Free Press, from Kootenay, says: "I gel 
a good many letters inrjuiring about the 
agricultural resources of the Columbia 
valley. There are a good many locations 
still vacant and when this supply runs out, 
u 'fair farm may be had by running a 
"peak" through a stump mill and tb(!n (lis 
solving the crushed rock in sulphuric acid 
This ia nut exactly the way nature redih e.- 
rock, but it will answer. The .sciuatter 
may I'muI I he process a little tedious and 
expensive, hut in the long run not mure 
so than iihtaining a "free grant" from the 
Doiiiinioii (iovcrninont under existing 
land regulations.

There w 
u Russo Gerinun uUiunce to be sure but 
it is said thatit is not altogether as harmmi 
ions as it might bo. The old Muscovites are 
resisting the encn aching iiifiiieiice of 
( hirinany in their country. 'I'ln-y do not 
object ti) u military alliance with tierinaiiy 
for certain piirp(;sea, but they do combat 
Gorman iullueiice in the interti.il alhiiis of 
Ru.ssia, particularly in the teaching of 
their schools, in the organization of their 
army and the giving to Germans, who 
becuino naturalized, important, ])laco3 of 
public trust. One leading Muscovite who 
has many followers goes so fal' as to de 
nouiice all foreign idi-as and inllueiiers 
whatsoever. lie would placi- uiuli-r a ban 
alike German, Kroiich and I'.ii^'lisli pulilu nl 
systems and books, whether of scii-ucr, 1ns- 
toiy or tielion. .Viiotluu' Muscovui-, Kut- 
kofi'by name, is the tutor of Prince OrlolV's 
sou. Ho is bitterly anti-German, and has 
pui)lishod an uncoiupliraeutary jounial of 
observations in that country. In it he 
severely criticised Bisniarok, greatly to thi! 
irritation of the latter. Now ho is the tiilor 
of the son of the prince, who o,),.s fvimi 
Paris to Berlin on a mission to the aogn, v- 
ed chancellor. The prince hiiiiseU is es- 
pecially friendly to France, luit hv. has 
winning ways. He is an aecompliHcd dip- 
lomast, and desin-s to keep on the safr siilc 
with Germany. He appears to he u very 
remarkably apreeable gentleniau, well liked 
wherever he goes — in short, "everybody's 
friend."

Mr. .lames M. C!rew, formerly of St. 
.lohn, N. B. , and now one of the proprie- 
tors of Sliver City in the Rockies, was re- 
cently in W'innipog, • so says the Free 
Press, furthering some mining interests. 
Lie haa been some or three ur four years 
in the northwest devoting attention to 
tradin;; in hor.ses and other stock. He 
has al.so prospected some, and going into 
the Bow river [lass over a year ago in ad- 
vance cif the C. P. K. squatted upon 320 
acres, iMnbracing what is now known as 
Silver City and tin! headquarters of min- 
ing operations in that district. Ho gave 
Mr. Patton, another gentleman, a half in- 
terest in his claim, and they are now in 
nogotiatiiin with the authorities at Ottawa 
to make good their entry. They now run 
a hotel in the town known as the Minora' 
Uonie. The town has grown so rapidly 
that it has in leas than six months u popu- 
liitioii of about 500 souls. It is said to be 
u lovely siKit, resembling a large park 
nustlinn among thy mountains with the 
Bow river running swiftly by the site. 
The region immediately aurroundiiig the 
town IS well adapted for grazing. This 
place, too, is the headquarters of Mr. 
.luaepli Healey, the great mining expert, 
who has visited this section annually for 
the lust eight years, who has invested 
largely in mineral lands, believing them 
to excel some of the best even in Nevada, 
Idaho and other places south of the -\mer- 
lenn boundary. Mi. drew re|)ort8 the 
timber limits of the Kau Claire .Vmorican 
Luniberiiig Company also in the vicinity 
of Silver City, and says that their agent 
li.is been there all winter arranging for 
viooroiis operations in the lumber trade. 
The C. P. authorities have cut 20,000 
cords of wood there this winter, to be 
used upon their engines diiiiiig eoiistruc- 
lioii the coining summer. Mr. (iouin, 
timber inspector, hao been paying a visit 
to Silvi!r City and demanded $'2 .50 thous- 
and on the logs that have been used fur 
i-reelini; the huts of the inhabitants. This 
IS beitii; irsialed, and threats are biiing 
mnd(! which may rcault in iiiiikiug it very 
uncomfortable for that othcial. He also 
exacts J2 per 100 for poles used in roofing 
shuntios. 'Phe C. P. R. in addition to the 
wood referred lo, have got out a large 
ipnuitity of trestle and bridge timber to 
be used in construction this .siimnier. 'l"he 
town is situated near Castlu iNlountain, 
and is 100 miles west of Calgary. There 
are four men of the Northwest Mountain 
Poli,.e stilt ioned at this point in comniuiul 
of Corporal Gordon, and four more at 
Padmoie under Corporal Wilde. The tim- 
ber III the lihst rict consisl.s uf pine and 
spruce of good dimensions. The mining 
fever i.s rpidcmic and some rich finds are 
j reported. -A man named Harry Swiiiisoii 
has discovered some tine nuggets of placer 
gold. A large number ol cliiima have 
been staked out by the prospectors, and a' 
1 ii.sh is expected as soon as the season 
opens.

]ilains and the Ilussian steppes. Ff a 
woman were capable of being educated 
in the proper carrying of an umbrella 
there would be some hope that with the 
process of education and development 
she might learn to wield her present 
de'ath-dealing weapon above the danger- 
line. But it is a pliysit-al impossibility. 
She is born that way. She can no more 
carry an umbrella m it ought to be car- 
ried' than sheican throw a atone with- 
out indescribable gyrations or catch a 
ball when she dosen't wear an apron. It 
is too true, but she must accept the

about. Writs for this election, he said, 
would be issued with all possible speed, 
so as to have as soon as possible a 
House of Commons fresh from the 
people.
